GLAZIERS, CLASS STAIKBR8 AND PAINTERS. 

The art so much admired snd so much in vogue, 
at present, of painting on glass, or more properly 
glass staining, is nearly as ancient as the material 
itself. Many examples of such work have been 
found among the ruins of ancient buildings, re 
sembiicg a kind of mosaic work, and though exe 
cuted in a different manner and by a different 
process, arriving at the same end, and fullv prov 
ing the skill of the workers. The oldest speci 
mens were composed of panes of glass colored 
thoroughly in making, and joined together bj 
lead. The modern method differs considerably 
from that of the ancients. It consists in the ap- 
plication of colors to the surface of uncolored 
glass, and then exposing them to heat in a fur- 
nace. This heal causes the colors to strike inu 
the glass and become permanently fixed. This 
art is now practiced more generally and in more 
perfection than ever; pictures in stained glass be 
ing executed with the natural effects of light and 
shade, an improvement in the art unknown to the 
ancients. 

Once only cathedrals and churches were tbuf 
adorned, but the art has, of late years, been ap 
plied to private dwellings in many departments, 
and also to the ornamenting of many utensils foi 
the table and boudoir. Our local glass Stainers 
find a large amount of work to do in their line.— 
The erection of so msny fine private dwellings, 
the many uses about a dwelling to which stained 
glass is put, the completion at this point of so 
many superb boats and large public building.' 
have given employment to their bands and brough: 
their art into still greater favor. While being 
highly ornamental the art is very useful, aud whe> 
applied to the front entrances of dwellings present, 
a handsome appearance to the passer by, while it 
presents a barrier to the intrusion of hia ioquisi 
live eye. In a city of so much wealth as our owi , 
where such splendid residences are continually 
being completed, it is not wonderful that the bus 
mess is so prosperous. 

Connected with the art is the less interesting 
but equally useful trade of the glazier and painter, 
whose mysteries are well known to all house- 
keepers. Our ornamental as well as house 
painters arc well known for their admirable work 
and excellent finish. Not only are they engaged 
in painting and ornamenting houses and steam 
boats, but our painters, as a general thing, com 
bine sign paialiog with their rougher art. 

The business ia all its branches is carried or. 
by about 50 persons, who are to be found in even 
street in the city.

Napoleon III. 

The European war is over, peace baa been con- 
oluded, and the Imperial army has returned in 
triumph to Pan*. The war was brief, but bril- 1 
Want and decisive, and has added greatly to the 
reputation of Louis Napoleon; aud, however he 
mav bare heretofore been regarded, there can row 
be but one opinion as to his ability and great, 
ness. 

We have neve*- been a blind admirer of Louis 
Napoleon; but certainly bit career, since he as- 
sumed Imperial authority in France, cannot fail 
to demand at least an acknowledgment of his pro- 
found sagacity and statesmanship, and as evi- 
dencing his complete knowledge of the character 
and wants of the French people. However much 
the friends of Republican institutions may have 
condemned his want of good faith in becoming 
Emperor, still, all things considered, it was un- 
doubtedly the best thing that could have hap. 
pened for France. 

At no former period has France 'occupied a 
higher position, at home aud abroad, than at this 
time. The French people are tranquil and con- 
tented, and enjoying a high degree of internal 
prosperity. Napoleon aeems to be acting on the 
principle that the only way in which he can ren- 
der his power secure and permanent is by adding 
to the happiness and consulting the wants of his 
subjects. He seems to be equsl to all emergen 
cies, aud whether on the field of battle or in bis 
cabinet, he displays ebual sagacity and judgment. 

In the development of the internal greatness 
and prosperity of France, Napoleon has shown 
his wisdom; but it was reserved for 
him to achieve, in the war with Ita- 
ly a more brilliant aud not less enduring re 
nown. On the same battle-fields the great Napole- 
on had won imptrishable glory, and now with 
him Napoleon the Third had to measure his bat- 
tles and bis victories. The world looked on to see 
the evidences of his weakness and his incapacity; 
bat be successfully passed the ordeal. On the same 
fields he has almost eclipsed the glory of former 
viotories, and his generalship, his humanity, and 
his greatness, all shine oat only the brighter from 
a comparison between him and the elder Napo- 
leon. 

Many condemned Louis Napoleon for entering 
into the Italian war, and attributed to him no 
higher motives than his own aggrandizement. 
It was openly proclaimed that he would wrest 
Italy from Austria merely to become himself her 
master. So far. Napoleon has shown the sincer- 
ity of hie devotion to Italian freedom. He has 
gone there with his army; Le has fought the 
battles and gained the victory for Italy, and 
having done so— having dictated terms of peace 
to Austria — haring achieved freedom for Italy 
and the Italians, he withdraws bis army to Paris. 

The recent news from Italy shows that 
Napoleon has not forced the obnoxious Dukes 
upon the people, bat has left them free to select 
their own rulers, aud in the exercise of their 
power the assemblies of Tuscany end Modena 
h:.ve adopted resolutions banishing the dynasties 
of the former Dukes and annexing the Dukedoms 
to Piedmont. We have no doubt this annexation 
has been consummated by the advice of Napo- 
leon, and is another evidence of the sincerity of 
his efforts in behalf of Italian liberty. 

Although Napoleon has not done everything for 
Italy that might have been desired, we have no 
doubt that he has done all that could be done 
under the circumstances. Let us not condemn 
him for what be has left undone, but rather praise 
him tor what he has done. IDs labors for Italy 
have certainly been disinterested and patriotic, 
and as such are deserving the warmest admira- 
tion. He has disappointed bis enemies by his 
good faith and moderation, and whilst he has 
added greatly to the glory of France, he has not 
sullied tha? $lory by betraying and enslaving 
the people, whom he sought to emancipate.

Here is the document: 

In the name and by the authority of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, Beriah Magoffin, Gov- 
ernor of said Commonwealth, to ail who shall see 
these presents, greeting : Know ye, that reposing 
especial trust and confident)* in the integrity, 
patriotism and ability of R. T. Dcrutt, E»q., ‘ I 
do hereby appoint him aid to the Governor with 
the rank of Colonel, hereby investing him with 
full power and authority to execute and fulfil the 
duties of the said office according to law : and to 
have and to bold the same with all the nghta and 
emoluments thereunto legally appertaining. In 
testimony whereof I have caused these letters to 
be made patent and the seal of the Commonwealth 
to be hereunto affixed. Done at Frankfort the 5th 
day of September, in the year of oar Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty nine, and in the 
Bixtv eighth year of the Commonwealth.

LETTER PROM FRANKFORT. 

After the Ball — Franl fort — Iu Ed ifcef and Envi- 
rons — The fksnvicts — Cemetery — The Grave of 
Boons — The Arsenal, Sc.

Frankfort, September L 
Editors Lou~*vu Courier: When I wrote you 
Imi, after the Inauguration Ball had subsided and 
Frankfort had subsided, I expected to imitate their 
excellent example and subside also; but finding 
1 this morning bright and redolent with balmy 
odois, 1 was wooed to the hills, and until now 
have been wandering around the valley wherein 
rests Frankfort, cosily embowered by elms and 
lovinglv embraced by the placid waters of Ken- 
tucky river. 

The hours sped swiftly while musing aud wan- 
dering, but time brought it about that I was so 
unsentimental as to become conscious that the 
keen upper air had given me an appetite. Being 
cognizant, also, of the fact that the cars, like time 
and tide, wait for no man, I was forced to come 
down from my proud position and prepare for 
journeying. 

Glancing at the morning papers, I noticed that 
the Democrat had received information that there 
were fie hundred ladies present at the Inaugura- 
tion Ball. Now, I hare heard of people seeing 
double, but this gentleman must have carried bis 
luibibations to a fearful extent, for he saw more 
than quadruple, as there were less than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five ladies in the ballroom. — 
One hundred was the sum total of males, unless 
we number the Democrat’s informant after his 
own fashion. 

Tendering the papers to others who were eager 
to learn what had been said of their grand fete, 
and what kind of a reception Gov. Morehead had 
met with, I spent the remaining time at my dispo- 
sal in visiting the Capitol, the Arsenal, the 
Penitentiary, and the Cemeterv. These 
are all interesting to a stranger. The Capitol 
and minor edifices are situated in the midst of 
beautiful grounds, suggesting far more gentle 
thoughts than those connected with stormy debates 
and fierce political conteats. The Arsenal stands 
high up on a rocky ledge, saucily overlooking the 
town, as if conscious that it w&s the keeper of 
stores of murderous implements of war. The 
Penitentiary contains but little of interest, and 
hardly repaj s the trouble of a visit. Within its 
walls are now about two hundred and seventy-five 
convicts, of whom ten ooly are females. Their 
principal occupation is the manufacture of bag 
gin/. As a relief to this dirty and unhealthy em- 
ployment, they are allowed to exercise their inge- 
nuity by constructing ornaments of bone, caonel 
coal and pearl. Little cases of these are exposed 
for sale in every work room within the wall*. The 
time occupied for this recieation is after a certain 
task is completed or after regular working 
hours. They were an unhealthy, villainous 
looking set of scamps, but seemed' to be good 
natured and under the best of discipline. 

The Cemetery stands high up on tne bluff above 
the river, overlooking the entire valley. It is reach- 
ed both by a carriage-path and a foot-path. The 
latter winds along under the cliffs, gradually as- 
cending by stone steps. It is shaded by forest 
trees, anti through their interlacing branches 
you catch glimpses of green meadows and the 
winding river. There has been much taste dis 
played in layiDg out the Cemetery, and this, to- 
gether with its natural advantages, make it as 
beautiful a spot as any other in the United States. 
Its most important feature is the grave ot Daniel 
Boone. Around his last resting place the feet of 
thousauds of pilgrims have w orn the turf entirely 
away, leaving the mound fresh and green, a* If the 
tender grass had become imperishable, like the 
fame of him whose mortality moulderg beneath. 

The Military Monument comes next in import- 
ance. This was erected to commemorate the 
bravery of Kentucky 's sons, who fell in lighting her 
early battles. Il is a fine square shaft, sixty feet 
high, surmounted by marble semblances of can- 
non, flags, Ac. On its sides are inscribed the 
names of the various Dattles, and in a circle sur- 
rounding its base, are the graves of the heroes who 
yielded their lives for their country’s good. The 
monument of Richard M. Johnson stands quite 
near the Military Monument. It is a cjlutnu sur- 
mounted by the Americau flag and an eagle. On 
one side of its square side is the likeness of the 
old soldier, on another be is represented in the 
act of killing Tecumseh. Both of these monu- 
ments are object* of interest to visitors. They 
stand in the highest portion of the giounds, sur- 
rounded by evergreens and native forest trees. 
There are many other noteworthy points in the 
Cemetery, but these must be left undescribed at 
present, as my letter he* grown to undue length, 
and the time draws near for my departure. 1 
leave Frankfort with regret, as in my short so 
jouru 1 have formed several pleasant acquaints!!

From Italy. — T he Italian correspondent of the 
New Yoik Times write* : 

I posted my last letter at Milan on the S6th 
alt., and since then have visited Piacenza, Mo- 
dena, Bologna and Pernaca. Just before leaving 
Milan, I saw at a cafe the famous Englishman 
wno has rendered such signal service in Gari- 
baldi's corps. He is about middle uge, aud dress- 
ed :□ bottle green, and possesses the most indiffer- 
ent, passive physique imaginable. A young vol- 
unteer who was with me, described his mode of 
fight. He is accompanied by a servant who car- 
ries his six barreled revolving musket, and loads 
while his master with his opera glass spies out 
Austrian epaulettes. One, two, three, four, five, 
six. The servant re takes the revolver, the master 
applies bis glass, and so on. Throughout the 
fight be is apparently indifferent to the enthu- 
siasm he excites, and quite unaware that he is 
doiug uncommon things. Volunteers from cen- 
tral Italy were fast arriving as we left. Many of 
them barefooted, without provisions and without 
money. A committee of Milanese was instantly 
formed, und large sums collected. They ail in- 
tend to re enlist under Casso. It would, indeed, 
be shameful if Lombardy left them to want, but 
this will not be the case. Nevertheless, the con- 
duct of Lamarainora is universally blamed. It 
was not until alter the armistice that Garibaldi 
or any of hia officers received their brevet. Now, 
it is said, be is made general of division, and 
that his corps will be incorporated into the Pied- 
monteste army . — Cincinnati Gazette.

There is 
something facinatiog as well as admirable in tbe 
can lage.of the Z 'uaves, they look so lithe and 
9*7 not unamiaole leopards, at once playful 
and terrible. The Turcos arc very barbaric, and 
their wild, barbaric music of clarions and tam- 
tams added to this air in them. Many of them are 
true Ethiopian!. A Southern friend at my side 
whispered to me that they would be “an invalua 
bit _ corps at New (Jot leans.” I answered him, 

es; they would make capital neld hand*, but 
might require rather too much overseeing.” 



Browxlow on a Dilicats Subject. — “Jlrotcn 
lore" has been visiting the Virginia Springs, and 
gets c(T the following, in a recent editorial letter to 
bis paper; 

After tea, I was led to enter the bail-room, from 
bearing a superior female voice, as on accompani- 
ment to the band playing “Sweet Home.” A per 
feet stranger, and a mere looker on, I quietly sea 
ted myself on a lounge.

The Sicret History or tub Psacs of Villa- 
franca. — A London correspondent of the Journal 
de Frankfort, writes that immediately after the 
battle of Solferino, Count de Persigny,"the French 
Ambassador at the Court of St. James, had an in 
terview with Lord Palmerston, and handed to him 
a telegraphic dispatch, dated from the head quar- 
ters oi the Emperor Napoleon, in Italy, and con- 
taining propositions of peace. It is useless to re- 
peat the exact details of these propositions di- 
vided into seven heads; I content myself with 
mentioning that Austria was to abandon all her 
Italian possessions; that Lombardy was entirely 
to pass to Sardinia; aud that Venice’ was to be erec- 
ted into an Italian Ducby, with an Austrian Arch- 
duke for sovereign, but with a government and 
an urtny purely Italian. Lord Palmerston and 
Lord John Russell were ready at once to express 
England’s approval of these conditions, but the 
(jueeu, more punctilious, called a CabiueLCounsel. 
What followed is not exactly known, but it is ev- 
ident that the Emperor Napoleon could produce to 
the Emperor of Austria the telegraphic dispatch 
of CouDt Persiguy, stating that the British Gov- 
ernment bad accepted propositions of peace infi- 
nitely more onerous for Austria than those which 
her enemy had offered her. 

ScRiPTt-RAL Emendaton.— T he clerk of an Eng- 
lish church, who had to read the first lesson iu 
the public services, always used to make a hash 
of rihadrach, Meahach and Abednego; and as toe 
names are twelve times repeated in the third 
chapter of Daniel, after getting through with 
them the first time, he afterwards styled them the 
“aforesaid gentlemen."
